The letter follows: 
“ The new representative who goes 
to congress expecting to present im­ 
portant legislation at his first session i- 
generally disappoints d so far as g tting 
action on w hat lie presents is con­ 
cerned! 
Congress under th** constitu­ 
tion is always young. 
Constitutionally 
it live.-? two years; practically it is per­ 
petual. To get a hearing the new mem­ 
ber iii us t be reeongnized by old mem­ 
bers. and that is sometimes difficult. 
Other things being equal, old members 
have an a Ivanta. e. 
Fxpericn e < our.ts, 
lait nevertheless the spirit of the con­ 
stitution is for equality. 
The people 
every two years say by whom they 
wish t i be represented, and theoreti­ 
cally . 
at least:, new members should 
not be denied initiatory action by p ar­ 
liamentarism. 
There are no sworn-in 
mein ta rs of congress at this time and

rights. 
Property rights are so closely 
related to personal independence that 
the government cannot afford to leave 
the avenues through which trade is car­ 
ried to the individual to adjust and 
compromise with, in any case where 
there should fie a fixed, impartial basis 
on which all can rely. 
“ Systems of personal and place dis­ 
crimination have badly adjusted the 
economy of things and the people are 
made to pay the expense. 
There has 
been a continuous tapping of the gen­ 
eral public energy for special personal 
and place growth. 
This has grown up 
in such an evolutionary way that we 
cannot know how far we have drifted 
away from a fair economical basis, but 
we do know that the rural districts 
have carried most of the burden and 
that rightly analyzed the great com­ 
mon people nowhere gain by the un­ 
natural. 
The parols post, as now’ be­ 
fore the public eye, will bring forward 
some fundamental consideration that 
will greatly develop public thought on 
the true basis of the public relations 
with transportation in general. 
The 
subject taken in connection with the 
presentation and its opposition is cal­ 
culated to open wide the doors to pub­ 
lic thought. 
Senators and congress­ 
men will not be left alone to determine' 
tile questions. 
They will receive di­ 
rect calls from the people in positive 
t t h i s . 
It is doubtful if any commer­ 
cial measure that has ever been before 
congress has had the general public 
thought that this will have. 
“ I am in favor of tariff revision as 
quickly as it can possibly be secured 
and of removing all tariff on monopoly 
productions, such as lumber, coal, etc. 
I do not believe in postponing action on 
such questions till a fte r election. 
“ The questions th at affect the peo­ 
ple of the Sixth district and the state 
of Minnesota more than they do the 
general public are the upper Mississip­ 
pi reservoirs, the forestry problems 
and the ultim ate feasibility of naviga­ 
tion of the upper Mississippi and gov­ 
ernment supervision of grain grading. 
I am stuying these questions with a 
view to meeting as rapidly as possible 
and practicable the needs of my con­ 
stituents. 
“ On the whole, it appears to me, 
, from asocial view, that this is the most 
interesting period of our country. 
The 
i people view many questions differently 
; than they have a t any other time and 
there is general public demand for 
many reforms. 
Hut the public is pa­ 
tient and knows that reforms, to be of 
value, must be consistent with general 
conditions. 
We are as we are 
by 
whatever method we become so, and in 
changing to w hat is more in accord 
with laws of natural economy, it must 
be measured with present conditions in 
such manner as not to disturb the es­ 
tablished business adjustment to such 
an extent as to create counter disturb­ 
ances that might work injury to the 
general public and thereby retard pro- 
! gress. ’ ’

and timely patty deliverance.
